their application, they can only ex- 
pect to gain admission on the terms 


prescribed by our regulations and 
costumes; and in fine, if it is not 
worth the while of candidates to 


come to us for the honors of the Or- 
ders, it is certainly not worth our 
while to run after them.—New York. 
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Too many of our Knights, after 
they pass the intermediate grades,. 
forget that they owe any allegiance 
to what they are pleased to designate 
the ‘lower orders.’ The Blue Lodge 
ranks any other Masonie organiza- 
tion, and in the lesson there received 
is the germ of the whole matter. 

Each grade is jealous of its own 
prerogatives, against all others. None 
are willing to yield their privilege of 
meeting as often as they choose, we 
of the advanced stages are the ones 
at fault in this; for we are constant- 
ly pulling to get recruits from the 
primal grade; the Chapter from the 
Lodge, and the Commandery from the 
Chapter; and frequently a young man 
is pulled through the whole course 
so rapidly that he is so confused on 
arriving at the journey end that he 
remains bewildered ever after.—Wis- 
consin. 
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Another evil of our day is the ad- 
mission of too many into the various 
branches of our Order. I am one of 
those who believe that Free-Masonry 
was never intended to be a popular 
institution; but the contrary, an ex- 
clusive society. It is true it is de- 
sirable to have, if possible, all good 
men and true with us, but I cannot 
see the object of crowding into our 
Order for the mere purpose of in- 
creasing our membership, those who 
take no interest in it whatever. 

We build costly Temples, furnish 
them magnificently, thereby incurr- 
ing heavy debt, to pay which we must 
have money, and to get which we 
must make members; and in our 
haste in so doing we do not look as 
carefully as we should for the re- 
quisite qualifications in the appli- 
cants.—Maryland. 
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While a healthy growth of new 
membership is always to be desired, 
experience has shown that sudden 
and unusual acquisitions in this re- 
spect on a large scale are just causes 
of apprehension.—Alabama.- 
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
